You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  March  10,  1964,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  on  the  following  matters: 


Article     1.     To  choose  two  delegates  to  the  Constitutional 
convention.'' 


Article     2.     To   vote   on  the   question   "Shall   Sweepstakes 
tickets  be  sold  in  this  city  or  town?"* 


Article     3.     To  vote  for  delegates  to  the  Presidential  Pri- 
mary Conventions  of  each  political  party.* 


Article     4.     To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 


Article  5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Cemetery  Commissioners,  and  any  other  Town  officers 
heretofore  chosen,  and  to  pass  any  voting  relating  thereto. 


Article  6.  To  choose  one  Selectmen  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  a  Town  treasurer.  One  Highway  agent,  One  or  more 
Auditors,  One  Library  Trustee  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
One  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  five  years,  One 
Cemetery  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  four  years.  One  Trustee 
of  Trust  funds  for  the  term  of  three  years.  One  Trustee  of 
Trust  funds  for  the  term  of  One  year,  and  all  otlier  necessary 
Town  Officers. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  contribute  funds 
for  the  construction  of  Class  V  Highways,  as  provided  in 
Chapter  118,  Part  13  laws  of  1945,  as  amended,  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  so  required. 


Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  any  alter- 
ations in  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  and  appropriated

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REPORT   OF   THE    FOREST    FIRE   WARDEN    AND 
YOUR   DISTRICT   CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest 
forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years. 
The  continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never 
before,  the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beauti- 
ful and  valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  Ameri- 
can tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort, 
this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol  and 
a  relinquishing  of  personal  rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was 
the  greatest  demonstration  of  public  cooperation  ever  experi- 
enced by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire  control.  The 
ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For 
their  effort  and  public  response  the  general  fire  service  ex- 
presses its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire 
years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  public 
conscience — a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes 
too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn 
late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy 
or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop 
extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump — its  safer.  A 
neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a 
year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  sur- 
roundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire 
and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New 
Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

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BLISTER    RUST   REPORT 

Control  work  in  the  state  is  moving  along  at  an  encouraging 
rate.  Towns  have  responded  very  well  to  the  Divisions  recom- 
mendations for  funds  to  advance  local  programs.  In  1963  132 
towns  and  cities  contributed  $17,510.00.  This  sum,  combined 
with  state  and  federal  cooperative  funds,  enabled  us  to  carry 
out  a  well-rounded  program  and  to  cover  198,401  acres  of 
control  area.  This  is  most  heartening  to  those  who  have  the 
responsibility  for  the  entire  program. 

Recognizing  the  towns'  fiscal  problems,  the  Division's  appro- 
priation requests  have  been  kept  to  minimum  amounts  neces- 
sary to  maintain  the  present  status  of  control. 

Few  citizens  realize  the  importance  of  white  pine  in  our 
economy.  Yearly  revenue  from  the  sale  of  white  pine  products 
is  most  impressive.  Statistics  also  show  that  20%  of  our  New 
Hampshire  labor  force  is  sustained  by  revenue  derived  from 
forest  activities  such  as  white  pine  timber  sales,  woods  opera- 
tions, transportation  of  logs  and  lumber,  and  the  manufacture 
of  hundreds  of  white  pine  products. 

Fewer  citizens  realize  that  New  Hampshire  has  the  largest 
control  area  in  the  U.  S. — 2,500,000  acres.  Control  of  the  white 
pine  blister  rust  disease  has  been  established  on  96%  of  this 
area.  These  accomplishments  represent  the  results  of  a  con- 
tinuing unique  team  effort  of  town,  state  and  federal  govern- 
ments each  of  which,  through  consistent  financial  cooperation, 
is  discharging  its  individual  responsibility.  Our  problem  now 
is  to  hold  the  line  and  maintain  our  hard-earned  control.  This 
is  being  accomplished  by  periodic  examination  of  control  areas 
to  determine  the  recurrence  of  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes 
and,  when  found,  destroy  them.  Continued  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  the  towns  is  essential  to  the  achievement  of  this  goal. 

In  order  that  your  Board  and  Budget  Committee  may  be 
more  fully  informed  as  to  the  status  of  control  work  in  your 
town,  I  have  asked  the  supervisor  working  in  your  area  to  call 
upon  you  prior  to  town  meeting.

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HAVERHILL'S    BICENTENNIAL 
1763  -  1963 

The  Town  of  Haverhill  is  now  over  200  years  old.  The  im- 
portant anniversary  was  very  fittingly  observed  last  summer. 
All  who  participated  in  planning  and  carrying  out  this  program 
so  successfully  were  rewarded  for  their  efforts  by  the  wide 
interest  demonstrated  by  the  public  of  this  area. 

The  committee  report  showed  that  $250.00  of  the  Town 
appropriation  for  this  occasion  was  not  used.  Also  S505.87  was 
refunded  to  the  Town  representing  a  balance  from  sale  of 
coins,  hats,  pins  and  booklets  after  all  bills  were  paid. 

Most  of  the  local  residents  and  many  outsiders  have  in- 
creased their  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  the  early  history  of 
Haverhill.  The  excellent  Charter  Night  program  with  its  un- 
usual display  of  Colonial  costumes  will  be  long  remembered 
by  the  large  crowd  which  attended.  The  thrilling  Fourth  of 
July  Parade  was  doubtless  the  high  spot  of  the  four  day  cele- 
bration. Between  eight  and  ten  thousand  people  witnessed  it 
and  most  of  them  will  never  forget  those  beautiful  floats  and 
fine  marching  units  on  a  perfect  July  day.  The  many  other 
events  were  all  very  much  worth  while  and  contributed  a  great 
deal  to  the  outstanding  success  of  the  bicentennial.  Many  at- 
tended more  than  one  event  and  several  traveled  a  great  dis- 
tance just  to  be  with  us. 

From  a  lonely  wilderness  known  only  to  those  Indians  who 
visited  it  to  fish  in  the  river  and  hunt  in  the  forest,  this  Town 
has  developed  into  one  of  the  outstanding  agricultural  sections 
of  this  State  with  many  fertile  farms,  beautiful  homes,  excellent 
schools  and  highways.  The  observance  of  the  200th  anniversary 
has  helped  us  to  recognize  more  fully  the  great  hardships  en- 
dured by  those  courageous  pioneers  who  first  settled  here.  It  has 
made  all  of  us  more  keenly  aware  of  the  real  debt  of  gratitude 
which  we  owe  them  and  all  others  who,  during  the  past  two 
centuries,  have  contributed  to  the  growth  and  development  of 
the  Town  of  Haverhill,  N.H.  Our  appreciation  can  best  be 
shown  by  contributing  to  its  future  welfare. 

The  cooperation  between  officials,  committees  and  citizens  of 
Haverhill  and  Newbury  in  their  joint  observance  deserves 
special  commendation.  From  1763  to  the  present,  these  two 
towns  have  had  similar  records  of  development.  All  of  us  on 
either  side  of  the  Connecticut  River  will  have  an  even  greater 
admiration  for  the  intrepid  veterans  Capt.  John  Hazen,  Lt. 
Timothy  Bedel,  Lt.  Col.  Jacob  Bayley  and  Lt.  Jacob  Kent  who 
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not  only  obtained  the  Charters  and  actually  established  these 
two  fine  Towns,  but  they  also  were  among  the  first  settlers  and 
remained  here  until  they  died  helping  a  cause  so  dear  to  them  in 
1763  and  to  us  the  beneficiaries  of  their  sacrifices  two  centuries 
later.  Let  us  hand  on  to  future  generations  a  real  respect  for 
these  founding  Fathers. 

This  bicentennial  observation  has  not  been  in  vain  if  the 
past  has  been  revived  ever  so  briefly,  and  preserved  for  future 
generations  by  the  Booklets  prepared  by  several  residents  of 
the  two  towns  who  were  interested  in  the  preservation  of  early 
historical  data.  This  has  provided  a  brief  and  happy  interlude

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DEAN    MEMORIAL   AIRPORT 

A  daily  record  is  kept  of  all  planes  arriving  at  and  departing 
from  Dean  Memorial  Airport.  This  report  is  sent  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission  once  a  month.  We  report 
to  Concord  on  the  conditions  of  the  runways  once  a  week. 

Our  busiest  season  is  from  May  through  October.  During 
these  months,  there  was  an  average  of  34  planes  registered  each 
month.  There  were  347  planes  registered  in  1963.  This  was  39 
more  planes  than  in  1962. 

Each  spring,  when  the  frost  is  coming  out  of  the  ground, 
the  airport  is  closed  to  all  planes,  except  in  case  of  an  emer- 
gency. Mr.  Edward  Clark  kept  the  runways  mowed  during  the 
summer.  Mr.  Bigalow  kept  the  North-South  runway  plowed 
during  the  winter. 

The  necessary  repairs  made  this  year  was  a  new  roof  on  the 
main  hangar. 

Dean  Memorial  Airport  has  been  a  welcome  sight  to  several 
pilots,  and  an  answer  to  many  a  prayer.  Last  April,  three 
emergency  landings  were  made.  One  plane  was  lost  and  nearly 
out  of  gas.  Another  plane  was  lost  and  darkness  was  falling. 
The  other  plane,  with  four  passengers  aboard,  landed  in  a 
blinding  snowstorm.  In  June,  a  National  Guard  plane,  flying 
from  Portland,  Me.  to  Burlington,  Vt.  caine  in  to  wait  out  a 
heavy  rainstorm.  Another  plane,  flying  from  Palmer,  Mass.  to 
Quebec  City,  waited  out  a  bad  thunderstorm  on  August  23. 
Last  fall,  four  planes  were  grounded  because  of  fog.  On  Decem- 
ber 26,  a  plane  from  Quebec  City,  on  route  to  Hyannis  Port, 
Mass.,  took  haven  here  in  a  snowstorm. 

We  had  the  honor  of  having  Governor  Hoff  of  Vermont 
land  here  for  the  bicentennial  last  summer. 

Mr.  Hawkensen  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Chipping  Inc.,  is 
our  most  frequent  visitor.  He  flies  in  several  times  a  week  and 
maintains  a  car  at  the  airport  in  which  he  drives  to  the  mill. 

The  Newman  Lumber  Co.  plane  is  also  seen  frequently  leav- 
ing the  airport  on  business. 

The  airport  manager  is  Robert  Gibson.  Authorized  represen- 
tatives are  Roland  and  Shirley  McKean.

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HAVERHILL   LIBRARY   ASSOCIATION 
1963 

Throughout  the  year  of  1963  the  Haverhill  Library  continued 
to  be  a  place  of  activity  and  interest  in  the  community.  The 
highlight  of  the  year  in  this  area  was,  of  course,  the  Bi-cen- 
tennial  which  was  celebrated  in  July.  At  that  time  the  library 
sponsored  two  excellent  exhibits  in  its  upstairs  rooms.  One 
was  an  art  exhibit  of  paintings  done  by  the  North  Country 
Painters  and  invited  guests.  The  exhibit  was  arranged  by  Mrs. 
Koch,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Walter  B.  Morris  and  Mrs.  Wm.  Fortier  and 
consisted  of  portraits,  still  life  and  local  landscapes.  The  latter 
were  of  special  interest  because  they  were  scenes  familiar  to 
many  of  the  visitors.  The  other  exhibit  included  old  pictures 
of  the  town  and  townspeople  of  yesterdays;  also  buttons,  orna- 
ments, utensils  and  implements  which  were  commonly  used 
here  a  century  or  more  ago  and  copies  of  newspapers  which 
were  printed  in  Haverhill  before  the  "Big  Fire".  School  pic- 
tures of  academy  students  and  ball  teams  attracted  a  great  deal 
of  attention.  More  than  300  people  visited  these  two  exhibits 
and  declared  them  extremely  interesting. 

Early  in  the  year  our  trustees  regretfully  accepted  the  re- 
signation of  Mrs.  Clifton,  assistant  librarian.  Mrs.  George 
Wheeler  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  is  doing  excellent 
work  in  that  department. 

In  March  the  Oliverian  Bluebird  4-H  club  put  on  a  table 
display  in  the  library  during  National  4-H  week.  Their  motto 
was  "We  I^earn  by  Doing".  A  score  of  89  was  judged  by  Miss 
Carolyn  Crowell  and  the  red  ribbon  was  awarded.  Parents 
and  friends  are  justifiably  proud  of  the  work  of  this  fine  group 
of  young  people. 

The  library  recognized  Music  Week  in  May  by  featuring 
posters  done  by  school  children,  the  theme  of  which  was  "Let 
ail  the  world  rejoice  with  music".  With  these  posters  there  was 
a  display  of  books  on  music  and  a  few  small  musical  instru- 
ments. 

Our  annual  reading  club  for  young  readers  ran  for  six  weeks 
during  the  summer.  Every  child  who  joined  the  club  was  en- 
couraged to  read  two  books  a  week  or  a  total  of  twelve  books. 
A  chart  with  a  silver  star  for  each  book  read  showed  the  pro- 
gram of  each  member.  In  order  to  encourage  the  reading  of 
informative  books  a  blue  star  was  given  for  each  science  book 
read  and  a  red  star  for  each  biography.  The  final  event  of  the 
reading  program  was  a  party  held  at  Alumni  Hall.  Certificates 
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were  awarded  to  the  members  who  had  read  the  required 
number  of  books  and  special  recognition  was  given  the  six 
members  who  had  read  30  or  more  books  during  the  six-week 
period.  Mr.  Alan  Rich  showed  movies  after  which  ice  cream 
was  served. 

At  Halloween  the  children's  room  was  very  popular.  The 
reason  was  a  "trick  or  treat  pumpkin"  which  provided  all 
borrowers  with  a  Halloween  candy  treat. 

During  the  year  many  fine  gifts  have  been  presented  to  the 
library.  Miss  Mildred  Page  gave  a  beautiful  mahogony  book- 
case in  memory  of  her  parents.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wm.  Koch  gave 
the  book  "Winslow  Homer"  in  memory  of  Miss  Ada  Fitts. 
"New  Hampshire  Nature  Notes"  was  presented  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Harry  Fogarty.  Miss  Caroline  Day  gave  the  excellent 
biography  of  John  Adams  (2  vols.)  by  Smith  and  "The  Roth- 
childs"  by  Morton.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clifton  Ahlstrom  showed 
their  interest  in  young  people  by  presenting  "The  Seventeen 
Book  of  Etiquette".  All  of  these  gifts  are  deeply  appreciated. 

In  December  it  became  necessary  for  me  to  ask  the  trustees 
for  a  leave  of  absence  for  health  reasons.  This  was  granted 
and  Mrs.  Harold  Thompson  was  elected  to  serve  as  acting 
librarian. 

This  year  the  book  circulation  of  our  library  went  over  the 
ten  thousand  mark  for  the  first  time  in  its  history.  A  total  of 
10,217  books  was  circulated. 

The  library  has  become  overcrowded  and  should  in  the  near 
future  do  something  to  relieve  this  condition.  It  is  hoped  that 
a  practical  plan  will  soon  be  put  in  operation  in  order  that 
the  library  may  continue  to  grow  in  usefulness  to  the  com- 
munity.

Report   of   the   Trustees 

The  Library  has  continued  to  be  an  active  center  of  com- 
munity service  both  for  the  general  reading  public  and  the 
school  students  who  depend  upon  it  for  much  reference  work. 

With  the  cooperation  of  Mr.  McKelvey,  Principal  of  the 
Graded  School,  a  summer  reading  club  was  formed.  49 
children  took  part,  reading  a  total  of  701  books  during  the 
vacation.  In  the  fall  a  party  was  given  to  the  club  and  awards 
made.  A  book  prize  was  won  by  Beth  Brown,  Grade  IV,  who 
had  read  75  books. 

The  Librarian,  Mrs.  H.  S.  Mitchell,  attended  the  New 
England  Library  Association  Convention  at  Wentworth-by- 
the  Sea,  accompanied  by  one  of  the  trustees,  Mrs.  G.  H. 
McGaw.  They  also  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.  H. 
Library  Trustees  Association  in  Concord.  Mrs.  Mitchell 
served  on  the  Publicity  and  Membership  Committee  of  a 
regional  meeting  held  in  Littleton  in  October.  Meetings  of  the 
Grafton  Co-operative  Purchasing  Group  have  continued,  with 
the  Librarian  attending,  as  well  as  a  Book  Banquet,  held  at 
the  Littleton  Library.  A  regional  meeting  in  the  interest  of 
expanding  state-wide  library  service  was  held  in  Littleton  on 
March  28,  with  both  Mrs.  Mitchell  and  the  Secretary  taking 
part  in  a  panel  discussion.  A  discussion  of  co-operation  be- 
tween school  and  public  libraries  was  a  feature  of  a  meeting 
of  North  County  School  Superintendents.  Librarians  were 
invited  to  this  meeting,  held  in  Littleton,  and  Mrs.  Mitchell 
attended  with  Mrs.  Norman  Mullen,  W.H.S.  Librarian. 

Mrs.  Seth  Eastman,  assistant  librarian,  attended  a  one  day 
workshop  on  Reference  Services  and  Resources,  held  at  the 
State  Library  in  Concord. 

The  basement  room  of  the  Library  is  in  frequent  use  for  art 
classes,  home  demonstration  groups,  and  various  committee 
meetings.  An  exhibit  of  antiques  was  held  there  during  tlie 
Bicentennial  Celebration  July  4 — 7. 

The  nucleus  of  a  Friends  of  the  Library  Group  has  been 
organized  with  Mrs.  Percy  Byrne,  chairman.  It  is  hoped  this 
group  will  increase  as  it  can  be  of  great  help  to  library 
service.  Due  to  removal  from  Town,  the  Board  of  Trustees  lost 
2  members,  Rev.  Albert  Altenbern  and  Mr.  Russell  Martin. 
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They  have  been  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Parker  Spooner  and  Mr. 
David  McAllister. 

Reference  services  for  the  High  School  have  increased, 
many  books  being  borrowed  from  the  State  Library  for  use 
in  writing  term  papers.  Nearly  20,000  books  were  circulated 
during  the  year.

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RECREATION   REPORT,   1963-64 

The  1963  Woodsville  Recreation  Program  began  on  July  7 
with  the  Summer  YR  program.  This  program  had  191  enrolled 
from  the  Woodsville  and  Wells  River  area  and  enjoyed  a  very 
pleasant  summer  as  there  were  many  warm  days  with  only  2 
full  days  being  lost  because  of  inclement  weather.  This  program 
lasted  for  six  weeks  and  culminated  in  a  swim  meet  and  field 
day  in  which  awards  for  the  summer  were  given  in  a  formal 
awards  program  at  the  community  field. 

The  Woodsville  baseball  program  enjoyed  a  prosperous 
summer  as  most  of  the  boys  in  the  6-18  year  age  were  involved 
in  four  different  baseball  groups.  A  new  addition  was  the 
formation  of  a  midget  league  which  included  boys  from  6-9. 
Thirty-seven  boys  were  registered  in  this  program.  Tlie  Little 
League  program  was  very  successful  and  the  four  teams  played 
through  a  ten  game  schedule.  Over  sixty  boys  in  the  8-12  year 
group  participated  in  this  program. 

The  Woodsville  Babe  Ruth  League  Team  included  boys  from 
13  thru  15  and  participated  in  The  Triangle  Babe  Ruth  League 
and  enjoyed  a  successful  season.  This  team  was  ably  coached 
by  Frank  Millette  and  Vern  Leafe.  A  jvmior  team  for  boys  16- 
18  was  organized  and  although  a  limited  independent  schedule 
was  played  this  team  rounded  out  the  summer  baseball  pro- 
gram. 

Excavation  and  grading  commenced  for  a  new  athletic  field 
behind  the  skating  rink.  This  should  be  completed  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1964.  This  field  will  give  much  needed  space  for  soccer, 
little  league  baseball,  Softball  and  will  generally  be  an  all- 
purpose  area. 

Night  basketball  was  added  to  the  summer  recreation  pro- 
gram and  was  an  outstanding  success.  Participating  among  the 
4  teams  which  played  a  28  game  schedule  were  over  30  boys  in 
the  13-18  year  age  group.  This  program  suffices  strictly  on  a 
volunteer  basis  and  many  thanks  go  to  Paul  Roy  for  his  devoted 
time  as  referee  throughout  the  entire  program.  This  program 
will  continue  again  in  summer  of  1964. 

The  1963 — Youth  Center  opened  on  October  27  and  has  had 
outstanding  attendance.  Average  crowds  of  over  200  frequented 
the  Woodsville  Youth  during  the  first  weeks.  Although  season 
tickets  holders  are  fewer  than  in  previous  years,  over  all  atten- 
dance is  at  an  all  time  high.  Plans  for  having  some  name  bands 
as  added  attractions  are  being  made. 

The  Woodsville  Little  League  Basketball  program  of  1964 
got  underway  in  January,  with  over  60  boys  from  the  Woods- 
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ville — Wells  River  area  participating.  Coaches  from  the  local 
high  team  were  employed  and  this  league  is  currently  in  opera- 
tion. Eight  league  games  are  played  between  the  six  member 
teams  with  a  single  elimination  tournament  following  the 
league's  completion. 

Another  innovation  to  the  basketball  program  is  the  intro- 
duction of  a  midget  league.  This  program  is  designed  to  teach 
basketball  fundamentals  to  all  boys  in  the  6-8  year  age  group. 
Over  30  boys  are  participating  in  this  program.  It  is  desired  to 
purchase  basketball  backboards  which  are  lower  than  those 
currently  used  for  this  smaller  group.  However  because  the 
recreation  leagues  are  self-supporting  it  is  requested  that  this 
may  be  added  to  the  current  budget. 

An  adult  basketball  program  has  been  initiated  and  competes 
on  Monday  evening  immediately  following  the  Little  league 
games.  Age  28  has  been  set  up  as  the  minimum  age  requisite. 

In  summary,  I  shall  conclude  that  the  Woodsville  Recreation 
program  although  not  subsidized  in  large  part  has  been  grow- 
ing and  is  currently  taking  into  effect  the  recreation  needs  of  a 
majority  of  our  community.  It  is  nearly  a  full-time  program 
and  an  awareness  of  this  should  be  maintained.

Mr.    Robert   Wilmot,   Junior   High,   Grades  7-8,   Lowell, 

Mass.,  Plymouth  State  College,  B.Ed.,  Class  of  1963 

The   union   of   interstate   school   districts    (Hanover,   N.H.,- 

Norwich,  Vt.)   has  made  it  reasonably  easy  for  other  districts 

along  the  state  boundaries  to  unite,  if  they  so  desire.  It  would 

seem  to  your  superintendent  that,  as  the  school  units  in  New 

Hampshire    are    in    the    process   of   re-districting,    the   border 

towns  would  do  well  to  investigate  such  possibilities  of  school 

consolidation.  Change  Is  taking  place  and  tradition  is  not  one 

of  the  influencing  elements. 

Attitudes  of  children  toward  accepting  responsibilities  in  the 
home,  school,  and  community  are  changing,  due  to  a  great  ex- 
tent to  the  "nothing-to-do"  atmosphere  for  the  child  at  home. 

In  the  realm  of  education,  it  would  seem  that  more  and  more 
parental  responsibilities  are  being  shunted  onto  the  school 
systems;  and  to  the  detriment  of  the  child's  well  being. 

For  nearly  300  years  we  had  a  society  and  way  of  life  that 
required  every  growing  youngster  to  carry  in  fire  wood  when 
he  was  about  age  six.  He  learned  to  plow  at  12  and  become  a 
"hand"  at  16.  But  modern  life  has  changed  all  that.  The  great- 
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est  resource  available  to  today's  youth  is  time.  Their  most  per- 
plexing problem  is  finding  something  useful  to  do  with  it. 

Since  the  time  when  about  90  percent  of  our  people  worked 
the  land  and  it  took  about  three  individuals  in  agriculture  to 
sustain  one  on  the  city  street,  we  have  moved  to  where  one 
farm  worker  can  now  supply  23  others.  The  economists  predict 
that  this  proportion  is  sure  to  go  to  one  to  30  and  eventually, 
perhaps,  to  where  one  individual  on  the  land  can  maintain  40 
or  50  individuals  living  in  town. 

Because  much  of  the  change  in  agriculture  and  our  way  of 
living  has  been  recent,  a  majority  of  our  adult  population  can 
remember  a  growing  up  experience  when  there  was  something 
useful  to  do — the  very  doing  of  which  was  of  significance  and 
made  a  difference  to  the  other  members  of  the  family  group.  It 
may  or  may  not  have  been  carrying  in  the  wood  or  learning  to 
plow.  It  might  have  been  white-washing  a  fence,  gathering  eggs, 
pumping  water,  closing  in  the  chickens  at  night,  tending  a 
vegetable  garden,  or  some  other  important  and  necessary  chore. 

But  in  that  earlier  period  children  were  genuinely  an  eco- 
nomic asset.  Their  efforts  were  purposeful  and  needed. 

At  home,  in  school,  and  in  community  activities,  children 
learn  through  participation.  They  learn  to  accept  responsibility 
by  being  given  responsibilities.  They  learn  correct  procedures 
by  making  occasional  mistakes.  Skills  develop  through  practice. 

In  the  process  by  which  young  people  grow  into  mature  citi- 
zens, idleness  is  not  a  substitute  for  work  experiences  geared  to 
advancing  maturity.  The  opportunities  available  to  youth  in 
generations  past  are  now  missing.  For  it  is  pretty  hard  for  a 
youth  to  learn  to  plow  on  a  city  street. 

Unfortunately,  only  a  small  minority  of  rural  youth  actually 
live  on  productive  farms. 

They  have  moved  with  high  hopes  of  finding  some  share  of 
the  "good  life."  Taking  their  disadvantages  with  them — pov- 
erty, a  low  level  of  educational  background,  a  lack  of  employ- 
able skills — they  have  not  generally  found  it. 

It  is  frustrating,  perhaps  even  worse,  for  our  youth  who  find 
themselves  in  a  society  that  doesn't  have  anything  for  them  to 
do. 

Having  a  generation  of  perhaps  the  healthiest  and  most 
energetic  youth  the  world  has  ever  known  with  not  much  to  do 
with  their  time  is  a  serious  social  problem.  Its  seriousness  is 
not  only  the  idleness  of  youth  but  the  fact  that  they  are  de- 
prived of  maturing  influences  that  constructive  work  experi- 
ences give. 
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So  far  our  society  has  either  failed  to  recognize  this  problem 
or  has  simply  turned  its  back  on  it. 

Parents  need  to  understand  the  significance  of  work  experi- 
ences and  must  try  to  find  as  many  outlets  for  their  children  as 
possible. 

Children  learn  by  the  tasks  they  do.  They  have  little  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  when  everything  is  done  for  them,  when  they  are 
shielded  from  responisibility.  From  an  early  age  with  each 
parents  must  be  alert  to  the  tasks  and  chores  and  routine  jobs 
that  can  be  assigned  and  supervised. 

The  leaders  of  business  and  labor  need  to  accept  a  share  of 
responsibility  for  furnishing  work  opportunities  to  youth. 

It  is  not  suggested  here  that  youth  be  put  in  competition  with 
adults  for  jobs.  They  are  not  ready  to  accept  such  responsibil- 
ity- 

Opportunities   for   work  experiences  for  youth   need  to   be 

created. 

Our  modern  society  is  something  of  a  unique  experiment. 
Only  recently  have  we  become  a  nation  more  urban  than  rural: 

But  regardless  of  how  the  j  ob  is  attacked,  at  what  level  or  by 
which  agency,  many  opportunities  for  youth  will  need  to  be 
created. 

One  of  the  basic  social  problems  in  America  is  the  fact  that 
it  now  has  on  its  hands,  not  around  the  bend,  a  generation  of 
youth  with  nothing  to  do  but  go  to  school.  A  generation  with 
nothing  to  do  but  go  to  school  long  after  our  colonial,  agri- 
cultural concept  of  a  school  program  should  have  been  taken 
out  of  the  picture.  For  there  isn't  any  way  to  take  the  meager 
scrap  of  time  now  allocated  to  education  and  do  for  this  country 
what  has  to  be  done  if  it  is  to  survive  and  prosper  during  the 
last  half  of  the  Twentieth  Century. 

The  efficiency  of  the  professional  staff,  the  interest  and  in- 
dustriousness  of  the  members  of  the  school  Board,  and  the  sup- 
port of  the  Citizens  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  reports  of  Principal  Mullen,  Principal  McKelvey,  and 
Mrs.  Muriel  LaMott,  R.N.,  follow.

REPORT   OF   THE   PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  submit  herein  my  annual  report  of  the  Woodsville  Elemen- 
tary School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

The  school  enrollment  at  the  start  of  school  in  September 
was  368.  This  was  an  increase  of  28  pupils  over  the  start  of 
school  a  year  ago.  As  of  the  writing  of  this  report  the  enroll- 
ment has  declined  to  354.  The  enrollment  by  grades  is  as  fol- 
lows: Kindergarten — 40,  Grade  1 — 39,  Grade  2 — 41,  Grade  3 — 
37,  Grade  4> — 30,  Grade  5 — 47,  Grade  6 — 31,  Giade  7 — 37  and 
Grade  8 — 52.  Grades  5  and  8  are  split  into  two  sections  because 
of  the  large  number  of  pupils.  Kindergarten  has  a  morning 
and  afternoon  session. 

Four  new  teachers  joined  the  Elementary  School  staff  this 
year.  Mr.  Robert  Duncan  and  Mr.  Robert  Wilmot  replaced  Mr. 
Ellithorpe  and  Miss  Bishop  in  grades  7  and  8.  Mrs.  Edna  Foss 
replaced  Mrs.  Bowles  in  grade  5  and  Mrs.  Lois  Henson  re- 
placed Mrs.  Bruce  as  helping  teacher  in  Grade  1.  Miss  Bishop, 
Mrs.  Bowles  and  Mr.  Ellithorpe  left  for  positions  in  other 
states  and  Mrs.  Bruce  is  no  longer  teaching. 

Educational  T.  V.  programs  from  channel  3  and  channel  8 
have  been  used  this  year.  Classes  in  art,  history,  logic,  mathe- 
matics, music  and  science  have  been  watched  by  the  pupils. 

The  addition  of  the  hardtop  surface  at  the  rear  of  the  build- 
ing has  caused  a  big  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the 
childrens  clothes  and  the  floors.  It  has  also  given  the  children  a 
much  larger  play  area  during  the  muddy  season.  Further  work 
should  be  done  on  the  remainder  of  the  playground  such  as 
addition  of  grass  seed  at  the  proper  time  of  year  and  the  com- 
pletion of  the  baseball  diamond  and  backstop. 

The  school  library  has  approximately  450  books.  This  is  an 
increase  of  100  books  since  last  year  and  it  is  planned  to  add 
some  each  year  so  that  the  elementary  school  will  have  ex- 
cellent library  facilities.  I  cannot  stress  too  much  the  great 
educational  value  of  the  library.  Besides  the  large  number  of 
books  taken  out  every  day  the  library  is  being  used  a  great  deal 
for  research  by  the  upper  grades. 

The  hot  lunch  program  has  again  been  very  popular  with 
pupils  and  teachers.  The  program  serves  approximately  220 
every  day. 

A  spring  musical  program  was  presented  by  grades  1-4  along 
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with  a  play  by  7th.  and  8th.  grade  pupils.  A  Christmas  program 
was  presented  by  grades  5-8  and  the  Junior  High  Chorus  sang 
Christmas  music  at  the  County  Farm  and  Woodsville  Hospital. 

Stanford  Achievement  Tests  were  given  in  grades  1-8  and 
I.  Q.  tests  in  grades  3,  6  and  8.  Tests  given  to  grade  8  by  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  Testing  Service  included  Occu- 
pational Interest  Inventory,  SRA  Primary  Mental  Abilities, 
Reading  Comprehension,  Mechanical  Reasoning  and  Clerical 
Speed  and  Accuracy. 

I  wish  to  thank  Superintendent  Bennett,  the  School  Board 
and  the  Elementary  School  Faculty  for  helping  make  this  a 
year  of  achievement  for  the  Elementary  School.

Local  organizations  did  pre-registrations  and 
records.  In  the  Spring  of  1963,  make-up  clinics  were  held  and 
all  school  children  had  an  opportunity  to  complete  the  Sabin 
Oral  polio  immunization. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  Dr.  Jamback  and  the  following 
organizations  (the  Lionesses,  Nurses'  Association,  and  Metho- 
dist Girls'  Club),  a  Dental  Clinic  was  held.  Dr.  Jamback  ex- 
amined all  children  in  grades  1  through  8.  Sixty  pupils  were 
taken  to  Dr.  Jamback's  office  for  treatment.  Money  for  this 
clinic  was  donated  from  the  above  organizations  plus  funds 
obtained  from  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health, 
Division  of  Dental  Services,  Matching  Fund. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Cohase  Lions  Club  for  their  generous 
assistance  in  obtaining  eye  examinations  and  glasses  when 
needed. 

To  all  who  contributed  clothing,  I  am  most  grateful.  It  was 
used  to  good  advantage. 

A  word  of  thanks,  also,  to  Miss  Bishop's  7th  grade  and  Mrs. 
Gordon's  6th  grade  who  gave  the  money  to  purchase  the  chaise 
lounge  for  the  health  room. 

I  wish,  also,  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Ladies  Auxiliary, 
V.F.W.  #5245,  who  donated  the  examination  lamp  for  use  in 
the  school  of  Supervisory  Union  #23. 

My  sincere  thanks  again  to  Mr.  Bennett,  Dr.  Eastman,  Mr. 
Mullen  and  his  staff,  Mr.  McKelvey  and  his  staff,  and  the 
parents  and  pupils  for  their  continued  interest  and  cooperation 
in  the  school  health  program.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  school  district  in  the  Town  of 
Haverhill  qualified  to  vote  in  district  aifairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  North  Haverhill 
School  Auditorium  in  said  district  on  the  17th  day  of  March, 
1964,  at  8  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school  board 
and  truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district.

The  teaching  staff  at  Haverhill  Academy  added  a  new  mem- 
ber in  September  of  1963,  as  the  Board  approved  including  a 
course  in  music  appreciation,  chorus,  and  glee  club.  Miss 
Edith  Ann  Emery  of  Monroe  was  employed  for  this  position. 
Miss  Emery,  a  1947  B.  A.  graduate  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  comes  to  the  academy  with  several  years  of  teach- 
ing experience. 

Instrumental  music  instruction  at  the  North  Haverhill 
Elementary  School  has  also  been  introduced.  The  response  is 
so  enthusiastic  (over  40  pupils)  that  it  is  hoped  to  have  a  similar 
type  of  opportunity  in  1964  at  the  secondary  school.  Mrs. 
Marilyn  Hodge  of  Norwich,  Vermont,  is  the  instructor  in 
instrumental  music  activities.  A  graduate  of  Lyndon  State 
College,  B.  S.  in  Ed.,  Class  of  '61,  Mrs.  Hodge  also  did  two 
years  of  advanced  study  at  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music  in  Boston  and  at  Boston  University. 

One  other  change  on  each  faculty  board  was  necessary  for 
the  1963-1964  school  year.  At  the  academy,  Mr.  Daniel  Perry 
resigned  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Bruce  McGinley  of  White- 
field.  A  graduate  of  U.  N.  H.,  Class  of  '58,  B.A.,  Mr.  McGinley 
has  received  graduate  credits  from  P.  S.  C.  and  U.  N.  H.  He 
taught  previously  at  Bethlehem  High  School. 

At  the  North  Haverhill  Central  School,  Mrs.  Janice  Hahn 
of  Bradford,  Vermont,  a  graduate  of  Lyndon  State  College, 
B.  S.  in  Ed.,  Class  of  '63,  is  teaching  Grade  I,  replacing  Mrs. 
Hazel  Underbill  who  retired  last  June  after  giving  twenty 
years  of  her  professional  career  to  the  Haverhill  school 
system. 

It  is  the  sincere  wish  of  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent, 
and  of  the  Principal  and  Staff  of  the  North  Haverhill  Central 
School  that  Mrs.  Underbill  may  enjoy  many  years  of  health 
and  happiness  in  her  well-earned  retirement. 

The  equipping  and  staffing  of  a  library  room  in  the  academy 
building,  including  the  purchasing  of  nearly  $1,000.00  of  books, 
is  a  fine  academic  addition  to  an  outdated  physical  plant.  The 
addition  of  another  science  work  table  in  the  enlarged  chemis- 
try laboratory  makes  for  more  efficient  teaching  of  the  sciences. 

In  the  realm  of  education,  it  would  seem  that  more  and 
more  parental  responsibilities  are  being  shunted  onto  the  school 
systems;  and  to  the  detriment  of  the  child's  well  being. 

For  nearly  300  years  we  had  a  society  and  way  of  life  that 
required  every  growing  youngster  to  carry  in  fire  Avood  A\4ien 
he  was  about  age  six.  He  learned  to  plow  at  12  and  became  a 
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"hand"  at  16.  But  modern  life  has  changed  all  that.  The 
greatest  resource  available  to  today's  youth  is  time.  Their 
most  perplexing  problem  is  finding  something  useful  to  do  with 
it. 

Since  the  time  when  about  90  percent  of  our  people  worked 
the  land  and  it  took  about  three  individuals  in  agriculture  to 
sustain  one  on  the  city  street,  we  have  moved  to  where  one 
farm  worker  can  now  supply  23  others.  The  economists  pre- 
dict that  this  proportion  is  sure  to  go  to  one  to  30  and  eventu- 
ally, perhaps,  to  where  one  individual  on  the  land  can  maintain 
40  or  50  individuals  living  in  town. 

Because  much  of  the  change  in  agriculture  and  our  way  of 
living  has  been  recent,  a  majority  of  our  adult  population 
can  remember  a  growing  up  experience  when  there  was  some- 
thing useful  to  do — the  very  doing  of  which  was  of  significance 
and  made  a  difference  to  the  other  members  of  the  family 
group.  It  may  or  may  not  have  been  carrying  in  the  wood  or 
learning  to  plow.  It  might  have  been  white-washing  a  fence, 
gathering  eggs,  pumping  water,  closing  in  the  chickens  at  night, 
tending  a  vegetable  garden,  or  some  other  important  and 
necessary  chore.  But  in  that  earlier  period  children  were 
genuinely  an  economic  asset.  Their  efforts  were  purposeful 
and  needed. 

At  home,  in  school,  and  in  community  activities,  children 
learn  through  participation.  They  learn  to  accept  responsibility 
by  being  given  responsibilities.  They  learn  correct  procedures 
by  making  occasional  mistakes.  Skills  develop  through  practice. 

In  the  process  by  which  young  people  grow  into  mature 
citizens,  idleness  is  not  a  substitute  for  work  experiences 
geared  to  advancing  maturity.  The  opportunities  available  to 
youth  in  generations  past  are  now  missing.  For  it  is  pretty  hard 
for  a  youth  to  learn  to  plow  on  a  city  street. 

Unfortunately,  only  a  small  minority  of  rural  youth  actu- 
ally live  on  productive  farms. 

They  have  moved  with  high  hopes  of  finding  some  share  of 
the  "good  life."  Taking  their  disadvantages  with  them — poverty, 
a  low  level  of  educational  background,  a  lack  of  employable 
skills — they  have  not  generally  found  it. 

It  is  frustrating,  perhaps  even  worse,  for  our  youth  who 
find  themselves  in  a  society  that  doesn't  have  anything  for 
them  to  do. 

Having  a  generation  of  perhaps  the  healthiest  and  most 
energetic  youth  the  world  has  ever  known  with  not  much  to 
do  with  their  time  is  a  serious  social  problem.  Its  seriousness  is 
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not  only  the  idleness  of  youth  but  the  fact  that  they  are  deprived 
of  maturing  influences  that  constructive  work  experiences  give. 

So  far  our  society  has  either  failed  to  recognize  this  problem 
or  has  simply  turned  its  back  on  it. 

Parents  need  to  understand  the  significance  of  work  ex- 
periences and  must  try  to  find  as  many  outlets  for  their  children 
as  possible. 

Children  learn  by  the  tasks  they  do.  They  have  little  op- 
portunity to  learn  when  everything  is  done  for  them,  when 
they  are  shielded  from  responsibility.  From  an  early  age  with 
each  child,  parents  must  be  alert  to  the  tasks  and  chores  and 
routine  jobs  that  can  be  assigned  and  supervised. 

TJie  leaders  of  business  and  labor  need  to  accept  a  share 
of  responsibility  for  furnishing  work  opportunities  to  youth. 

It  is  not  suggested  here  that  youth  be  put  in  competition 
with  adults  for  jobs.  They  are  not  ready  to  accept  such  responsi- 
bility. 

Opportunities  for  work  experiences  for  youth  need  to  be 
created. 

Our  modern  society  is  something  of  a  unique  experiment. 
Only  recently  have  we  become  a  nation  more  urban  than  rural. 

But  regardless  of  how  the  job  is  attacked,  at  what  level  or  by 
which  agency,  many  opportunities  for  youth  will  need  to  be 
created. 

One  of  the  basic  social  problems  in  America  is  the  fact  that 
it  now  lias  on  its  hands,  not  around  the  bend,  a  generation  of 
youth  with  nothing  to  do  but  go  to  school.  A  generation  with 
nothing  to  do  but  go  to  school  long  after  our  colonial,  agri- 
cultural concept  of  a  school  program  should  have  been  taken 
out  of  the  picture.  For  there  isn't  any  way  to  take  the  meager 
scrap  of  time  now  allocated  to  education  and  do  for  this 
country  what  has  to  be  done  if  it  is  to  survive  and  prosper 
during  the  last  half  of  the  Twentieth  Century. 

The  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  the  interest  of  the 
citizens  in  their  schools,  and  the  integrity  of  the  staff  is  deeply 
and  sincerely  appreciated.

During  the  summer  of  1963  the  science  laboratory  was 
remodeled  and  painted.  This  gave  us  more  overall  classroom 
space,  but  more  important,  it  doubled  our  laboratory  work 
stations.  Our  science  program  should  be  further  improved  by 
the  purchase  of  much  needed  equipment  for  use  in  Biology, 
Physics,  and  Chemistry.

The  Senior  section  of  the  main  room  has  been  converted  into 
a  library,  although  at  the  present  time,  the  number  of  volumes 
is  very  limited.  This  change  necessitated  the  use  of  the  large 
room  in  Pierson  Hall  as  a  homeroom  for  the  Sophomore  class, 
and  a  portion  of  the  business  room  is  also  used  as  a  Freshmen 
homeroom. 

The  language  program  was  greatly  enriched  by  the  addition 
of  a  mobile  laboratory  which  can  accommodate  ten  students 
for  both  oral  and  audio  practice  at  one  time.  We  have  experi- 
enced a  large  increase  in  modern  foreign  language  enrollment, 
and  at  the  present  time  have  a  total  of  thirty-eight  students 
taking  French  I. 

The  most  urgent  changes  and  improvements  which  face  the 
school  at  this  time  are: 

1.  Continued  improvement  of  our  science  facilities  and  the 
purchase  of  additional  equipment. 

2.  Our  library  will  need  a  continuing  program  of  annual 
purchases  to  bring  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of  volumes  up 
to  the  standards  of  a  basic  school  collection. 

3.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  addition  of  one  or 
more  offerings  in  the  fine  arts  area.  At  the  present  time  we 
offer  only  one  course.  Music  Appreciation,  from  this  group. 

With  the  ever  increasing  importance  of  a  secondary  school 
education  in  our  present  day  society,  no  community  can  afford 
to  stand  still  educationally,  if  it  wishes  to  give  its  youth  an 
equal  opportunity  with  those  from  other  areas. 

Last  year  fifty  per  cent  of  our  graduates  went  on  to  some 
higher  education  or  vocational  training,  but  we  should  strive 
to  increase  this  number.  Many  pupils  dropped  out  before 
graduation;  some  of  these,  undoubtedly,  could  have  been 
prevented  if  we  had  been  able  to  offer  a  more  comprehensive 
program.

For   Year   Ending    December    31,    1963 

Three  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  in  Woodsville — 24 
infants  and  preschool  children  were  given  a  physical  examina- 
tion by  the  doctor  in  charge.  Immunization  shots  against 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  diphtheria,  smallpox  and  polio  were 
given.  Booster  shots  were  also  given  for  those  who  needed  them. 

Due  to  the  epidemic  in  Canada  a  special  clinic  of  Oral  Sabin 
Polio  type  III  vaccine  was  held  for  adults  and  preschool  chil- 
dren. With  the  cooperation  of  the  school  physician  and  school 
nurse  polio  vaccine  type  III  was  also  given  in  the  schools  for 
those  who  had  not  already  received  this  type. 

Again  with  the  cooperation  of  the  school  nurse  the  Heaf 
Tuberculin  test  was  given  to  the  children  in  grades  1-4-8-11. 
These  tests  are  given  each  year  to  these  same  grades  so  that  the 
children  can  be  tested  4  times  during  their  school  years.  All 
contacts  of  positive  cases  are  followed  up  in  the  homes  and  at 
the  physician's  office  or  state  T.B.  clinic. 

The  state  public  health  nurse  made  home  visits  to  infants, 
preschool  children  and  adults  for  counseling  and  assistance 
with  health  problems.
